Phonological an grammatical 
differences mean nae anly that Hiri Motu speakers cannae 
unnerstaund Motu, but an aa that Motu speakers nae exponed tae 
Hiri Motu hae similar difficulties, tho the leids are lexically very 
similar, an retain a common Austronesian syntactical basis.
